PRESENT PHASE OF MANUFACTURING DISTRESS. 
EMIGRATION AND RELIEF. 
TueRE is no chance of our being suffered to forget, even for 
a week, the extent of mischief, social and moral, which the 
unhappy civil war in America is inflicting upon Great Britain. 
The anxieties of politicians, the discussions of diplomatists, 
the complaints of merchants, the impoverishment of rate- 
payers, the perplexities of relief committees, and now, alas! 
the turbulence of the unemployed workpeople, combine to 
keep the subject constantly before our minds, and, indeed, 
make it difficult to think of anything else. The questions of | 
how we are to bear our distress, in what way it can be miti- | 
gated, how long it is to last, and what is to be its final issue | 
and its accumulated consequences, engross public attention, 
recur incessantly, and defy alike rivalry and diversion. And 
they may well do so; for none are so near home or press 80 | 
peremptorily upon us; none are graver, and few are darker. | 
As the case of the manufacturing population becomes chronic, | 
it modifies its character as well as deepens its intensity. | 
Temporary destitution England had both the means and the | 
good-will to meet. Destitution, when it threatens to become 
permanent, demands wisdom as well as charity and zeal— 
foresight and reflection, as well as a bottomless purse and an | 
open hand. America does not seem to grow weary of fighting; 
| but—it is useless to disguise the truth—English benevolence 
| is growing weary of administering relief, and English poverty | 
is growing weary of enduring idleness and want ;—and un- | 
mistakeable symptoms of discontent and exhausted patience 
have become distinct and formidable from both quarters and 
on all sides. This phase of our anomalous condition deserves 
and demands very careful consideration and very tender 
handling ;—it will help us to understand and deal with it, if 
we endeavour to separate in the first instance those points 
which may be regarded as certain and agreed upon, from those 
which are still problematic, and about which difference of 
opinion still exists. 


The first point which is indisputable is that funds will be || 
forthcoming in one shape or another, sufficient amply to meet | 
the pressure ; and this without laying any very grievous burden | 
either on the county or the nation. Of course we cannot | 
anticipate, and can scarcely desire, a renewal of voluntary sub- | | 
scriptions on anything like the scale of last year. Of course 
also, we must in consequence look for a very considerable in- | 
crease of the poor’s rate, either by heavy immediate levies, or | 
by large loans which will spread the pressure over several 
years. Of course again, this will be severely felt by the 
occupiers of property in the distressed districts, of many of 
the poorer classes among whom it may complete the ruin. 
It is probable, moreover, that some plan will have to be 
devised of making owners as well as occupiers bear their fair 
share of this exceptional tax; and it is possible, though not 
probable, that a Parliamentary loan or grant may be ultimately | 
needed if the distress continues long enough ;—though we do | 
not expect this, and should certainly regret it. But no one 
fancies that England or Lancashire cannot maintain the un- | 
employed operatives and those dependent upon them for a || 
year or two years if necessary, even although these should | 
swell to double their present number. Four or five millions, | 
if properly levied and adjusted, will not sink a ship like ours. |. 
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It appears pretty certain, too, that, with considerable fluc- 
tuations, after much difficulty, and on an average of the coming 
| year or two years, which are all that we need embrace within 
the scope of our foresight, there will be cotton enough to em- 
ploy half the people, and demand enough for piece goods to 
| induce masters to set half their looms to work. The prices of 
| the raw material and of the finished article will fluctuate and 
| mutually adjust themselves till this result is obtained. It is 
équally clear, too, in our opinion, that this is the best condition 
| we shall reach so long as the American crop is withheld. 

The doubtful points are three :—What will be the duration 
of the crisis? How far will it increase and extend? And in 
| what way and on what principles can the relief (which can be 
well afforded and is sure to be liberally rendered) be so ad- 
ministered as to do most good and least mischief ? 

1. Having said that the crisis will last as long as the war 
in America, we do not propose to offer any more precise con- 
jecture as to actual dates. The only conclusion which we may 
safely settle in our minds is that it will be temporary. We do 
not give one moment’s consideration to the gloomy prognostics 
of those who dream that the British cotton manufacture will 
die out or has even seen its culminating point. We abso- 
lutely refuse to believe that the Americans will fight 
for ever, or will fight for years, or will fight to the 
point of extermination and desolation. Sooner or later— 
it may be 1863 or it may be 1865—the war will end; 
and when it ends it will find the same countless acres and 
square miles of fertile soil in the Southern States, the same 
| rivers and water-courses, the same energetic Whites, the same 





industrious Blacks. Stores, capital, accumulated wealth, may 
have been destroyed, but neither the land nor the labour will 
have been much affected. Four millions of negroes will still 
remain, and will still be within the limits of the same States, 





They will still work, and be made to work, either as chattels, 
as serfs, or as liberated labourers—either for wages, or for 
maintenance, or for land-holdings ;—and cotton will still be 
the crop which the South will find it most profitable to 
produce. Hence ultimately, as hitherto, will come our chief 
supply : and when it begins to come again it will come abun- 
dantly.

operated to its full extent. On the whole, however, though 


we are not sanguine as to any speedy or great mitigation of 
the destitution which prevails, we do not much anticipate its 
general augmentation. 

3. The most earnest efforts must be made without delay to 
get back to thoroughly sound principles in the administration 
of relief to the unemployed. This must be done gently, but 
firmly and avowedly. It is essential for safety, for the con- 
tinuance of peace, for the sake of emerging out of difficulties, 
for the sake of escaping wide-spread and lasting demoralisa- 
tion. The first principle to be laid down and rigidly adhered to 
is that the receipt of eleemosynary aid should be smaller in 
amount and less desirable and desired in form than the 
earnings attainable by independent industry. The allotments 
should be less than the recipients could obtain, not only by 
full work at a reduced scale of wages, but by half time at 
ordinary wages. No man or woman has a right to ask or has 
reason to expect to be paid at the same rate for their labour, 
when there are 250,000 operatives out of work, as when all 
are fully employed. No man can expect that wages should 
be as high per day or per piece, when trade is slack and 
losing, as when it is brisk and profitable. A lower rate of 
pay is the natural and inevitable result of the present state 
of the Lancashire labour market, just as much and just as

Russian column reached the ground, the irregular army 
broke in pieces. That result, however, annoying as it might 
be, was not as a military fact altogether disastrous. _Disper- 
sion is the very best thing that can happen to a guerilla army, 
and the fragments of Langievitz’s command will, now they 
sre separated, be five times as formidable to the Russians as 
they were when united in one unmanageable mass. It is the 
little corps of three hundred strong, who can advance without 
commissariat and retire without thinking of baggage, who can 
march three miles to the soldiers’ one, who can attack twice or 
thrice in a night, and who dare not be cowards because each man 
knows and watches all the rest, who shake the Russian power. 
They do not kill many soldiers, but they send them into hos- 
ital by hundreds a day, and a regular regiment once worn 
out by fatigue is the most useless of conceivable instruments. 
There were five hundred of these small bodies floating through 
Poland, and the only military result of the “victory” is that 
there are now ten or twelve more. 


It is the moral result,—the incidents which preceded, ac- 
companied, and followed the defeat which are so disastrous, 
for they prove that suffering has not yet, as was hoped, tem- 

the hot brains of the Poles. They have not been tamed 
into statesmanship, and their leaders contest the primacy in a 
rebellion as bitterly as they always did while Poland was still 
free. It appears that Langievitz’s dictatorship was, after all, 
self-conferred. He had been successful in anengagement or two, 
and had gathered the largest single force, and he therefore con- 
sidered himself entitled to the supreme command. The Com- 
mittee at Warsaw, however, who, whatever the source of their 
authority may be, have for the last year or two been implicitly 
obeyed by the nation, had previously appointed Mieroslawski, the 
clever but unlucky soldier who with Sigel, now in America, 
commanded.the insurgents in Baden in 1848. This officer 
had arrived in Poland, and Langievitz’s announcement took boch 
him and the Committee by surprise. They both, however, well 
jaware of the futility of discord, submitted, and Mieroslawski 
returned to Paris. We must add that Langievitz’s elevation 
was supposed in Warsaw to be very menacing to the demo- 
etata, i.e. to those Poles who-are in alliance with the Revolu- 
tion all over Europe, and this view is greatly strengthened by 
his first acts. He called on Gallicia and Posen not to revolt, 
formally repudiated the “fantastic” ideas of the West, and 
mjected the offered aid of Garibaldi. . Unfortunately, the 
greater number of his officers were devoted to democratic 
ideas, furious dissensions are believed to have broken out at a 
council of war, and, after an unsuccessful engagement, General 
Langievitz quitted a still unbroken army and retired into 
His proclamation to his troops assigns the necessity 
of fighting in other quarters, and boasts of his own small 
escort ; but it is difficult to excuse a General who abandons an 
army in the field, and the whole tone of the document sug- 
gests a disappointed and personal feeling. If such feelings 
can prevail among the leaders in the very crisis and supreme 
hour of the struggle—if “Whites” and “Reds,” aristocrats 
and democrats, the party led by Zamoyski and the party 
directed by Mieroslawski, the Polish Cavourians and Mazzinians, 
are to fight each other while fighting the enemy, there is small 
hope for Poland.

¢ Emperor of the French, friendly as he is to the Poles, 
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cannot, for his own power’s sake, let a Red movement loose. 
Even England, which, being free of the faction, judges it with 
temperate fairness, will lose all sympathy for the struggle the 
moment its leaders profess ends so vast, and in English 
opinion so dreamy, as those of the Red fanatics. The moral 
support of Europe,—which, for example, restrains the Corporal- 
King of Prussia, and which greatly influences the Russians 
themselves,—is alienated by such a change, and the Poles, even 
if they gain in energy, will lose in alliances. It is not certain 
that they will gain in energy ; for, after all, the support of the 
landholders, who alone can conciliate the peasantry without 
confiscations, is still necessary to undivided and therefore 
energetic action. Poland has not, like France, twenty-five 
millions of people among whom she can dive to discover the 
ability which can replace the aristocratic experience of com- 
mand, nor has she as yet secured, like France, the aid of a 
great Italian, without whose genius even in France the revo- 
lution would have failed. In every point of view, therefore, 
we regard the events of the past week as unfavourable to the 
hopes of the Poles. 

It is most unfavourable in this. The most despotic Govern- 
ment which ever existed, must merely from its instincts as 
Government become gradually favourable to the security of 
property. Its own power of rewarding depends on it, and it 
soon learns the truth Louis Napoleon has so often expressed, 
that “it is not the rich who make revolutions.” But not 
regarding any principle as so sacred as its own authority, it is 
very apt, where it finds the cupidity of the masses directed 
against it, to disregard property and turn the Jacobin weapon 
against the Jacobins. This the Czar hasthis week done. He 
has issued a decree, by which, for “local reasons,” the pea- 
sants in Lithuania are made freeholders, paying only a quit-rent 
to the Crown. This-rent quit is, it is true, to be paid to the 
landlords in compensation ; but it does not need much acumen to 
perceive that no “traitorous” landlord, i.e. alandlord not devoted 
to St. Petersburg, will ever get a penny. Unless, therefore, 
the nobles can convince the peasant that they will grant terms 
as good, they will be left to fight the battle alone, and a new 
and tremendous difficulty is thus thrown in their path. The 
peasants may, it is true, fight for their country in spite of this 
bribe—Scotch peasants, for example, certainly would—but it 
is a terrible temptation to men who, once free of their lords, 
scarcely realise political facts. It succeeded in Gallicia, the 
national movement ending there in 1848 in a jacquerie, and it 
may succeed in Lithuania. Yet this lesson was given to their 
great adversary by the Reds themselves, whose first act was 
to make the promise which the Czar has now performed. 








ARISTOCRATIC LONDON AND UNARISTOCRATIC 
LANCASHIRE. 
THE RIOTS AT STALEYBRIDGE. 

Tue riots at Staleybridge are in themselves a simple matter. 
The Committee there were in the difficulty which besets the 
whole of Lancashire. They had to make receipt of charity 
in its various forms less agreeable than work—not than well- 
paid full work, such as was plentiful in Lancashire formerly, 
but ill-paid half work, which is all that can now be found. 
Local circumstances at Staleybridge aggravated the usual dif- 
ficulty. There is a large Irish population which is very 
excitable and is not very educated ; there was a neighbouring 
district in which competing Relief Committees had out- 
bid one another for recipients of charity, and had im- 
paired the tone of the population; there was an old 
Chartist orator ready to make political capital of the national 
calamity. The Times gave much prominence to complaints 
that did not deserve it. Unfortunately, too, the Relief Com- 
mittee at Staleybridge, though thoroughly well-intentioned 
and distinctly aiming at a desirable end, did not feel that 
gentleness of manner and tact in management are in such 
circumstances quite as important as good intentions or wise 
aims. They pursued roughly a strict course among an excit- 
able population, and the result was a riot. The tumult has 
not spread ; it has been principally confined to the Irish; it 
appears to be dying away; though where there is a large idle 
population, no one can ever say how far small and casual 
mischiefs may spread. 


The most important part of the Staleybridge riots is the 
manner in which the news of them has been received in Lon- 
don. There is a certain half-aristocratic society which has been, 
during the whole period of the distress in the cotton districts, 
most anxious to speak evil of all concerned in it. The higher 
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and better part of the aristocracy, irrespective of party, have 
never joined in this language. The conduct of Lord Derby 
has been especially eminent and especially useful: his position 
in Lancashire enabled him to do local good, and his position 
as head of the Conservative party enabled him to do general 

By his example and his influence he has endeavoured 
to prevent the progress of an anti-Lancashire cry in the lower 
ranks of the Conservative party, where it was most likely to be 
fostered. The higher and more intelligent part of our nobility 
know well that the prosperity of England has been incalculably 
raised by manufacturing industry, and they are ready to exert 
themselves in its behalf at this extraordinary need. But in 
that sort of London society which is an appendage to aristo- 
eracy rather than aristocracy itself,—which wishes, according to 
the saying, “to live with Princes rather than have sentiments 
“ becoming a Prince,’—there is a sort of cant against mill- 
owners and mill-hands which has shown itself in various ways. 

First. It was said that there was no distress whatever. Mr 
Kingsley and his random inferences from irrelevant statistics 
were paraded to show that the distress in Lancashire at the 
very crisis of a strange calamity was less than the distress in 
“ Wessex” in ordinary times. 

Secondly. As soon as it was admitted that the dis- 
tress was real, it was alleged that we were exceeding due 
bounds in our relief. We were said to be overfeeding, pam- 
pering, and corrupting Lancashire. 

Thirdly. It is now said that we are ill-treating Lancashire, 
at least that the local distributors of relief are doing so. 
“This,” say the critics, “is what we always told you. The 
“‘millowners are not to be trusted. They will never make these 
“operatives comfortable; they will grind them to the last 
“shilling. As, too, we always said, the operatives are not to be 
“trusted. The moment they are in pain, they break out into 
“ outrage and rebellion just as they used to do.” 

The English nation has never echoed any of these senti- 
ments. The cause of the distress was palpable and intelli- 
gible ; our cotton trade was paralysed because the Americans 
who supplied us with cotton fought and quarrelled. Common 
sense told all unprejudiced persons that such a calamity must 
inevitably and immediately produce vast distress. We ex- 
ae that it would have been more than it has proved. 

e should have been delighted this time last year if any one 
had creditably foretold that at this time the revenue would 
have been unaffected, the mass of our trade as good as ever, 
by far the greater part of our country without trace or token 
of calamity. We should have been even more glad to 
know that there would have been only one petty riot after 
months of enforced idleness among a rude, mixed, and vigorous 
population. Instead of grumbling at the occasional errors which 
have been committed in the distribution of relief or the occa- 
sional outbreaks among its recipients, we should be very 
thankful that so great an economical evil has produced so 
little of demoralisation and so little of animosity between class 
and class. The country is quite of this opinion, and we might 
afford to disregard the small criticism of a part of the fashion- 
able classes, were it not for the curious influence which, from 
the structure of London society, those classes exercise over 
some of our most powerful journals. A journalist must live 
in the world, and he too often ends by liking to live in the 
fashionable world. He gets to fancy that the metropolitan 
circles, which really excel others in the external adjuncts 
of society, also excel others in general intelligence and 
sound thought. There is no greater mistake: a graver 
and a sterner discipline than that of these classes is necessary 
to discover the real truth on great political issues, or to know 
what a serious country like this will think of them. There 
are some writers and some editors of the present day who 
should reflect that, though it may be pleasant to move in 
fashionable circles, it is unwise to believe whatever is said 
there. 








THE FLUCTUATIONS IN THE VALUE OF GOLD AT 
NEW YORK. 
We had hoped this week to give a full view of the financial 
legislation of the Federal Congress as it finally passed. The 
number of alterations which it underwent during its progress 
through the two Houses were infinite. We find it hard 
enough to pass a Budget with a Chancellor in the House of 
Commons to propose and defend it. But the Americans have to 
pass theirs without any recognised Finance Minister in either 
House, as no one holding office can have a seat in either. Each 
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House hasa Finance Committee, and MrChase, the proper Finance 
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Minister, tries to arrange something with their respective Chain 
men, and the Chairmen try to arrange something with the Com. 
mittee, and the Committee try to carry what is so 
through the House. But these various trials often issue jp 
grievous failures. It was only at the last possible hour, andj 
before the arrival of the moment which dissolves them, that 
Congress passed the Bills which regulate the finance of the 
country. Even now there are some points in them of which we 
do not fully comprehend the effect, and we must still 

for a short time laying before our readers an analysis of them, 
But there is one piece of legislation adopted at the last hour 
which we can explain, and which is very curious. 

Some members of Congress were irritated with the dealer 
in gold at New York. They said that the dealing in gold 
which prevailed there was disadvantageous to the public 
interest, that it raised the premium on gold to a fictitious height, 
that it suggested a notion that the currency was depreciated, 
They were so far right, that it is one of the evils of an 
inconvertible currency, that under it gold, which is generally 
used as the measure in price of other commodities 
becomes itself a commodity, and fluctuates in price according 
to the notions of speculators and the turns of politics. The 
market price of gold was constantly affected in this way 
political events during our own French war; it rose about 10 
per cent. on the news of Bonaparte’s escape from Elba, and 
minor fluctuations happened frequently. The Washi 
legislators really perceived one inevitable evil of an incon- 
vertible currency, and in denouncing “speculation” they 
were exposing one of the worst defects of the currency which 
they had established. 

Their mistake was in their remedy. They enacted that no 
advance should be made on the security of gold beyond the 
par value. As gold was then selling at the rate of 100 dols, 
for 172 of paper or thereabouts, this was equivalent to say- 
ing that you could only lend upon the seeurity of gold more than 
ten-seventeenths of its value. The New York banks and other 
capitalists had been lending in much larger proportion, and 
naturally there was a panic. Gold fell from 172 to 15? 
almost immediately. 

It is evident that such a usury law as this cannot be main- 
tained. Some expedient will be found for evading it; nor 
even if it could, is there any good reason why gold, when it 
has become a commodity in consequence of the issue of in- 
convertible paper money, should be differently treated from 
other commodities. Speculation produces incidental evils, 
but on the whole it is beneficial in all commodities, in gold as 
well as in others. 

The great effect on the price of gold has been temporary 
only. The price of gold has risen to 162, and will rise 
higher. The restriction is merely in lending, and persons of 
capital will go into the trade if they believe it likely to be 
profitable. Sooner or later the price of gold under an in- 
convertible currency will rise to the precise value which the 
holders of that currency consider it to be worth. Laws may 
attempt much, but they will effect little. 

It is idle to deny that the paper currency of Washington is 
depreciated. The following table shows the changes of the 
prices of commodities since last year :—

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In the face of evidence such as this it is idle to believe that 
the apparent depreciations of the currency as against gold is 
wholly owing to speculations in gold, or that it can be removed 
by prohibitory and penal enactments. 












The following are the restrictions on the trade in gold 


tee » y Congress :— 

All contracts for the purchase and sale of gold or silver coin, 
ar bullion, and all contracts for the loan of money or currency, secured 
by the pledge or deposit, or other disposition, of gold or silver coin of 
the United States, if to be consummated after a period of three days, 
must be in writing. 

Second. Such contracts must bear adhesive stamps equal in amount 
to half of one per centum of the amount named in the contract, and 
in addition thereto stamps equal to the amount of the interest at six 
per centum on the amount of the contract for the time specified. 

Third. A renewal of the contract would be subject to the same con- 
ditions. 

Fourth. No loan of currency or money on the security of gold or 
ailver coin of the United States, or upon any certificate or other ev idence 
of deposit, payable in gold or silver coin, can be made for an amount 

the par value of the coin pledged or deposited. 

Fifth. Gold and silver coin loaned at the par value thereof is suhject 
only to the duty imposed on loans.

‘THE APPLICATION OF THE PRINCIPLE OF THE 

LIMITED LIABILITY TO PRIVATE PARTNERSHIPS. 
Tas English law at present throws very great difficulty in 
the way of two desirable trading operations. First, it forbids 
atich relative to aid a young man just starting in life upon 
the terms which to the rich relative would be most attractive. 
The law now says that all loans to a person in trade, the in- 
terest on which is to be more when his profits are more and 
less when his profits are less, shall make the lender a partner 
\In the business, and make his property liable for the debts of 
the business, This is of course a prohibition of such loans. 
No one is prepared to risk not only the capital he advances to 
Stelative, but all the rest of his property. In fact, therefore, 
such loans are forbidden by law. 

It is, indeed, permitted to a capitalist to lend to a trader 
at @ fixed rate of interest, and to incur no further liability. 
But such a loan is either not tempting to the capitalist, 
or not suitshle to the borrower. If the fixed rate of 
interest is low, the capitalist obtains no benefit and incurs 
yuch risk. He exposes his capital to the chances of business, 
i he gets only the iste of interest which he could get on 
| good security. It is not reasonable that he should incur the 
risk without a compensation, Jf, on the other hand, the 

rate of interest be high, the borrower who is in business 
may complain. He may say and aght to say, “ In good times 
“T can easily pay this ; but in bad times I cannot pay 
“it, for it would ruin me.’ By the present law, therefore, 
the capitalist is not compensated tur his risk, or 
the trader who borrows makes an improvident and i improper 
, and engages what the every-day risks may prevent 

im pa: 
Under the present law, too, the public suffer when a capitalist 
is not a partner lends to an individual in business or to a 
Such loans are secret. The borrower seldom tells any 
ome and the lender seldom tells any one. The borrower is 
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that the capital in the business is his own. When he fails, 
the capitalist proves as a creditor for that capital, and sweeps 
away all the funds upon which the creditors were relying for 
payment. The present law only permits loans from the un- 
commercial part of the public to the commercial on the terms 
least acceptable to the parties interested, and most inju- 
rious to the rest of the community. 


A Bill which Mr Scholefield introduced into the House of 
Commons, and which has been read a second time, removes 
this evil. It provides, first, that a capitalist may lend to a 
trader, and receive from him a rate of interest proportioned to 
the profits of his trade, without becoming a partner, and with- 
out running any greater risk than the loss of his loan. This 
would enable loans to be made to persons in business by 
persons out of business upon terms which are nautually suit- 
able; the borrower will only have to pay much when he 
makes much ; the lender has a chance of getting an unusual 


income as a return for the unusual risk he runs. 


Secondly. Mr Scholefield’s Bill provides that all such loans 
shall be registered and made public, The trading community 
at large will therefore be warned of all loans from capitalists 
to traders if this Bill should become law, and if it should be 
acted upon. If those who lend stipulate, as probably they 
will, to receive a share in the profits, the public will know 
what those loans are, how much of the capital in a business 
belongs to the person whom they see, and how much belongs 
to the person whom they do not see. 

It is said that there is a breach of faith in this application 
of the doctrine of limited liability, but there never was a 
greater confusion of thought. The present law says that seven 
persons, by complying with certain formalities, may, if they 
wish, obtain the privilege of limited liability. The honesty, 
therefore, of limited liability as a principle is conceded. In 
truth, the only morality which has any reference to the matter 
is that those who make promises shall keep those promises. 
The business of the law is to enforce contracts, and whatever 
are the terms of the contract, those and no other are the 
terms to be enforced. The mere lender to a person in busi- 
ness makes no contract with the creditors of the business; he 
takes no part in it ; he makes no promises about it. As far 
as he is concerned, it is res inter alios acta. Honesty means 
keeping faith, and there is no honesty, though there may be 
benevolence, in performing what has not been promised : there 
is no moral reason for the law’s compelling any one to do that 
which he has not contracted to do. 


There is the more immediate reason for doing in a perfect 
and straightforward manner that which Mr Scholefield’s Bill 
professes to do, because it may now be half done by a stratagem. 
A fictitious Company may be formed with the real lender, 
the real borrower, and five paupers, and limited liability may 

be thus obtained by the capitalist. This stratagem, though 
it has been used, rather savours of fraud, and it does not 
quite answer the object desired. All parties by it obtain 
limited liability ; the man of business as well as the capitalist. 
What is desired is, that the capitalist only shall have limited 
liability, but that the man of business shall be answerable to 
his last shilling for the contracts which he makes. 


The second inconvenience which the existing law occasions 
is of even commoner occurrence, though its effects are not on 
the whole so ramified or so important. The law now pre- 
scribes that a clerk who has no capital in the business shall 
not be paid in proportion to the profits of the business. Lord 
Eldon is, we believe, truly responsible for this rule ; there is 
no statute on the subject ; the law respecting it has been made 
by the judges entirely. Lord Eldon dug up out of his stores of 
knowledge an almost unintelligible dictum of Chief Justice 
Eyre, which would otherwise have been forgotten, which 
he might if he pleased have at once overruled, and 
which seems to say that clerks are not to be paid in 
proportion to profits. Lord Eldon was evidently not satisfied 
of the good sense of the doctrine, but it was more agree 
able to him to work out old decisions, even when he criti- 
cised them, than to discard occasional and irrational precedents 
as bolder Chancellors have often done. We have never heard 
any argument for the rule whatever. It has, indeed, been said 
that a clerk who is paid in proportion to profits withdraws a 
part of the fund upon which the creditors rely for payment, 
but so does a clerk paid in any other manner. Mr Scholefield’s } 
Bill removes this inconvenience also. 
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THE COASTING TRADE OF THE UNITED STATES, 
(From the New York Journal of Commerce.) 


We have received —— commenti ane a aiotign ne 
supposed ‘‘opening of the coas' ie” between New Yor 
and San Frovcnose Many persons have inferred, from paragraphs 
now going the rounds of the press, that Secretary Chase, in some 
mysterious way, has given to foreign vessels the right of carrying 
goods hence to Aspinwall, to be reshipped on other foreign vessels 
at Panama for San Francisco, thus making a through line under 
the foreign flag between those two ports. Our neighbours at the 
Post have assumed the correctness of this report, and have been 
engaged in defending this course of the Secretary, while the other 
newspapers have been belabouring him for this supposed concession 
to foreign Powers. 

The whole report on which these elaborate arguments are based 
: is perfectly ridiculous. The Secretary of the Treasury has no 
control over the Navigation Laws of the United States, and widely 
as we may have departed from the Constitution in some particulars, 
we have not yet reached that point where a member of the Cabinet 
can change the whole commercial policy of the country without the 
aid of Congress. 


Nothing has been more firmly and consistently established in 
this country than the doctrine that all trade between domestic 
— shall be carried on in vessels owned wholly by citizens of the 

nited States. We are not advocating or defending this doctrine, 
but stating a fact which none can dispute. During the last 40 
years several attempts have been made in Congress to modify 
this restriction, butevery such proposition has been voted down by a 
large majority. A proposal in January, 1857, to extend certain pri- 
vileges of that trade to foreign-built vessels, owned by citizens of 
the United States, upon payment of a small tonnage fee, was the 
cause of great excitement throughout all the Atlantic States, and 
found no one courageous enough to stand forth in its defence. 

In regard to the direct coasting trade, therefore, there is no 
reason to expect any immediate ‘change in our national policy. 
Bui it may be insisted upon by some that the trade between New 
York and San Francisco, via the Isthmus of Panama, is not pro- 
perly classified as a coasting trade, and may therefore be thrown 
open to foreign bottoms. Mr Cobb, when Secretary of the Trea- 
sury, once fell into this error, or, at least, wrote a letter which 
seemed to express this opinion; but the moment his attention was 
called to it, he issued directions to the collectors, forbidding any 
clearance from either port for that route in violation of the “well- 
known restrictions. 

Has Mr Chase come to the conclusion that vessels owned abroad 
may lawfully engage in that commerce? He bas written a letter 
to the Hon. T. G. Phelps, which it is claimed by many will bear 
this construction. But a little attention to that document will 
show that this interpretation is erroneous. Mr Phelps asks the 
Secretary if vessels plying regularly between New York and Aspin- 
wall, and San Francisco and Panama, “ forming a through iine for 
freight and passengers between New York and San Francisco 
across the Isthmus,” are considered by the Treasury Department 
as engaged in the coasting trade, Mr Chase replies that ‘* vessels 
engaged in carrying merchandise from New York to Aspinwall, or 
any port in foreign territory, and there unloading, cannot be re- 
a as engaged in the coasting trade, within the meaning of the 

and that “‘ the same principle will apply to the trade between 
San Francisco and Panama.” 

All this is very true. A foreign vessel may go from New York 
to Havana and unload; and another foreign vessel may load at 
Havana for New Orleans, all without violating the Navigation 
Laws. But a line of foreign vessels engaged in carrying goods 
from New York to New Orleans would not escape condemnation 
because the goods were transhipped at Havana, and there touched 
a foreign soil. If the Secretary by this letter designed to convey 
the impression that the clearance of goods from New York for San 
Francisco by a foreign vessel would be legal because they were to 
touch foreiga soil at Panama, he must have known that he was 
assuming @ position which could not be legally maintained. It 
may be said that if he had no such design his letter is disingenuous ; 
but that is not a point in the controversy. 

There was, at the time this correspondence was issued, a large 
speculative movement going on in the Pacific Company’s stock, 
and these letters were produced, beyond question, to affect that 
speculation. Mr Phelps, Mr Chase, and the Evening Post, may 
each and all have been innocent of any conneetion with such 
speculation, and may have been merely used by interested parties 
for their own purposes, but that such is the only use which can be 
made of the letters will be patent to any one who ex.mives the 
Navigation Laws in this connection. 

If the Secretary of the lreasury should issue a written permit 
for the clearance by a foreign vessel of goods from New York for 
San Francisco, via the Isthmus, such a permit would give neither 
the shipper nor the ship any legal right in the premises, and both 
the goods and vessel would be forfeited upon the information and 
complaint of any parties interested in preventing such shipments. 
The Statute of 1817 is very clear in forbidding, under forfeiture, 
the importation at any port of goods, wares, and merchandise 
from another part of the United Stat-s, unless the goods have 
been first brought to the country eee ere reer See eee wee een such vessel from abroad, and 
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PUTRI 
not unladen. ane; Wai ew Granada has given to the United States treaty 
the right of transit by the Isthmus of goods bound from one of ogy 
ports to another ; but the very fact that they are thus bound from 
one domestic port to another prevents their being carried undgp 
a forei ign flag. If the goods when they left New York wary 
destined for San Francisco, no intermediate transfers or 
could hide the fact or save them from forfeiture, if delivered a 
foreign vessel. Until Congress sees fit to open the coasting 
no through line for the carrying of freight between our Atlantic 
and Pacific ports can be inaugurated except by vessels owned jg 
the United Rta tates.

HORSE BREEDING. 
SUPPLY OF HORSES FOR THE ARMY. 
Tue sudden demand for horses for the use of the army which 
occurred during the Crimean war, with the high prices the 
obtained for very inferior animals, has unquestionably been the 
source of much loss to the agricultural community. A great rush 
was made by farmers into horse breeding, and the result has bees 
considerable misdirection of time and capital. We refer to the 
breeding of hunters, carriage and ordinary saddle horses, which 
involves the rearing of the produce until four or five years of 
at an expense which will be repaid only by the very best sahil 
In the recent part of the “‘ Royal Agricultural Society's Journel,*| 
there isa paper ** On the Supply of Horses ad spted to the Require- 
ments of the English Army,” by J. Wilkinson, which is cal 
culated to mislead occupiers ‘of land who have had no practical 
acquaintance with horse breeding. | 
f the management of our military horses, at all events in 

England, Mr Wilkinson speaks favourably. The stables are well 
ventilated and littered, and the horses are allowed daily ten lbs of 
good oats, twelve lbs of hay, and eight lbs of straw, with water ad 
libitum. He says: ‘‘ Although in no one instance, perhaps, is a 
horse bred expressly to supply the army, nevertheless, horses of 
all these four descriptions [heavy and light cavalry, artillery, and 
engineer horses] are reared in abuadance in the United Kingdom; 
and we may feel assured from our experience of the influence of 
the short Crimean campaign that our general capability of rearing 
horses admits very great expansion.” Of that there can be no 
doubt, but the question is whether, so far as army horses are 
concerned, such expansion is not obtained at a serious loss to 
the farmers who breed those horses? The price paid by 
Government is on an average 36l, and, says Mr Wilkinson, 
“may not at first sight seem to be sufficiently remunerative to 
induce farmers to breed purposely for the army, and such, perhaps, 
never is their precise purpose. Their aim is to breed a carriage 
horse or a hunter; but as their good intentions are not always 
realised, they sometimes fall back upon the cavalry or horse 
artillery. nhiakamel And we think that 36/ for a green four-year-old of 
this class would pay the farmer, if be obtained his fair share of the 
price paid ; but we fear that more dealers live between the breeder 
and the barrack than is compatible with the interest of either 
party.” As to the breeder of horses dealing directly with the| 
regimental purchaser, that is out of the question. Young | 
horses must necessarily be collected and bought by some dealer, | 
and probably 5/ or 6/ would not be more than a sufficient sum to 
meet the dealer's profit and expenses.

Though it is true enough that far- 
mers should pay more attention than they do to the Shanester of 
the stock they breed from and tothe nurture of their foals and 
yearlings, we doubt whether thereby the “ breeding horses for 
yeneral purposes might be made a more profitable occupation than 


it appears to be at present.”

A Bill presented to the Senate the dey before yesterday drew 
public attention for the second time (the first being when the same 
measure was before the Corps Legis!'atif) to the manner in which 
financial matters are managed in this country under the Empire. 
You will remember that in 1861 the finances were in a deplorable 
plight, owing to the Government having of its own authority 

t infinitely more than the Budget granted by the Corps 
islatif. M. Fould was accordingly called on to set matters 
straight and revive public confidence. The former he did by 
various petty expedients ; the latter by giving solemn assurances 
that for the future no disbursements unauthorised by the Legis- 
lature should be incurred, and that in the event of any unforeseen 
expense being required to be suddenly provided for, a transfer 
from some one of the credits granted for other purposes should 
be made. And to render these assurances doubly sure, a Senatus 
, containing stipulations to the effect stated, was passed. 
But in 1862, in spite of promises, and in spite of the Senatus 
» M. Fould allowed 85,000,000f over and above the 
total of the Budget to be disbur-ed, the greater part of the sum 
being for the Mexican war. In the Corps Legislatif complaints were 
made of this violation of good faith and of the law of the land ; but 
nevertheless a Bill sanctioning the expenditure was adopted. The 
same Bill was presented on Tuesday to the Senate, and the Mar- 
nis d’Audiffret and Baron Brenier repeated the complaints; the 
r (an authority in financial matters) with some severity. 
M. Fould, who must (.f there be any sense of shame in him) have 
been exceedingly embarrassed, made a very lame defence. He 
said that the »ystem of transfers was a good one and would work 
well, but that it could not be applied to the expenses occasioned 
the Mexican war. And he added :—‘ If the application of the 
Consultum had not been so regular as everybody could 
have wished, there was reason to hope that the same thing would 
not be repeated in the future.” An admirable guarantee this 
hope presents ! M. Fould breaks in 1862 an engagement entered 
into in 1861, and yet expects to be trusted in 1863!

These stipulations have drawn forth a loud 
cry ofreprobation from persons interested in the sugar trade of 
the colonies, from shipowners and refiners, Beetroot sugar-makers 
are also dissatisfied with the measure, because it does not grant 
them drawback on the export of their sugar. 


The question of the settlement of lands in Algeria, which the 
Emperor, in true Imperial fashion, took on himself to decide a 
few weeks back by a letter to the Governor-General, is creating 
profound agitation in the colony, and presents grave economic 
and political difficulties. One of the most learned economists, 
who is at the same time oue of the most brilliant writers of the 
day, bas discussed the matter with great clearness and ability ina 
manuscript treatise which he has had the kindness to communi- 
cate to me, and from which I am permitted to make the following 
extract. ‘‘ The acquisition of Algeria,” be writee, “bas not been 
@ successful operation for France. The French have been there 
thirty-two years, have spent vpwards of 80,000,000/ sterling, 
deduction made of the sums they have got back, and in definitive 
their establishment has not yet attained the veritable basis of 
duration, that is to say a population sufficing for ite wants by its 
own labour. If we deduct the army of occupation, which is 63,000 
men, we shall find that the European population is only 193,000, 
of whom 112,000, making about 30,000 families, are French. And 
if we take from the latter the civil functionaries living on the 
Budget, and the persons living on the expense made by those 
functionaries and the army, the number of veritable colonists, 
farmers, tradesmen, workmen, who discover and turn to ac- 
count the resources of a new country, will be found very 
low. The militery rule and the abuse of administrative dis- 
cipline have checked the growth of the colony, but another reason 
has contributed thereto. Although the country is vast, there is a 
scarcity of land. After the conquest, in order to prevent causes 
of collision between the conquerors and the natives, the former 
contented themselves with confiscating the domains of the Dey, 
and besides prohibited purchases of land which European specu- 
lators wished to make from the natives. ‘Ine Government be- 
lieved the Dey’s domains large enough to suffice for a long time 
to the wants of cultivation. But they were soon exhausted; the 
good lands were conceded to privileged persons, the rest (which 
were either sterile or not easy of access) were only of nominal 
value. On the whole, in aoe years only about 960,000 
acres have been granted to Europeans. As to the conquered 
people, who are about 2,967,000 in number of different races, they 
have remained in possession of the land. But whether or not —s 
are the legitimate owners of it is a question not yet decided. 
Private property does not exist among tbe Arabs. Each tribe has 
the right of common over a certain tract limited by tradition. 
Cultivation is made in common. The chiefs take the largest 
parts of the crops, allowing the remainder, generally about « fifth, 
to the producers. This system is a sort of communism, in which 
force and cunning play a lerge part. And it explains the degra- 
tion into which the intelligent Arab races have fallen. The chiefs 
of tribes are descendants of old aristocratic families, or more fre- 
quently are parvenus who have risen by favour of the French 
authorities. ‘hey have been allowed to oppress their country- 
men, and some of them have become very rich. 


“* In consequence of this state of things, French Algeria has for 
years been in a critical condition, and it was necessary that some- 
thing should be done. Colonists insisted, in addition to the re- 
form of the administrative system, on having the land question 
settled. During the short ministry of Prince Napoleon, a plan 
for what is called the cantonment of the Arabs was drawn up. 
This plan proposed to allow each tribe a tract of land sufficient 
for its wants, and to give it the absolute proprietorship thereof, 
instead of the vague and contestable life interest which now 
exists ; but at the same time the portions taken from them were 
to be made over to the Government in order to be placed at the 
disposition of European colonists. After Marshal Pelissier became 
Governor-General of the colony, a much more liberal plan was 
proposed, and it obtained the support of some great capitalists. It 
was to limit the occupation of the Arabs to smaller tracts of terri- 
tory than they now occupy, but, in order to compensate them for 
the portions taken from them, to render their lands more valuable 
by the execution of roads, works of irrigation, and other improve-

mente. A third system was proposed, namely, not only to place 

the Arabs in cantonments, but to introduce among them the rights 

of individual property. This system has met with the warm sup- 

a of the European colonists, and they have petitioned the 
vernment in favour of it. 

Things were in this state when the letter of the Emperor of 
the 7th February last appeared. This letter overthrows ppe 
three systems, and decides that the Arabs shal! be declared a 
lute proprietors of the lands they occupy, whatever the grounds 
of their occupation. Such a resolution, if acted on, will, in the 
opinion of the colonists and of competent persons, be ruinous to 
Algeria, anda formidable agitation against it has been got up 
in the oes nt

Subscriptions for the Confederate loan were opened here a few 
days back by Messrs Erlanger and Co., bankers, and they were so 
very numerous that they were promptly closed. 

_ The Bank of France has this day made a new reduction of 4 in 
its rate of discount: the rate is consequently 4. 

No official announcement of the result of the subscription for 
the Italian loan has yet been issued by Messrs Rothschild ; but the 
amount subscribed exceeds even to a greater extent than had been 
anticipated the sum required. 

The political situation having become somewhat more re-

A new scarlet dye of great tihinabh is 5 said to be attracting consider- 
able attention in Canada. It is prepared, from an insect, a species of 
coocus, and closely resembles true cochineal—a most expensive colouring 
matter capable of being produced in warm countries only, and which is 

to give a fine and permanent dye, in red, crimson and scarlet 
to wool and silk. Unlike cochineal, the new dye is a native product, 
and capable of being produced in temperate countries. Having been 
but recently observed, a sufficient quantity has not yet been obtained to 
make a complete series of experiments as to its nature and uses; but 
the habits of the insect, as well as the properties of the dye, seem to 
indicate that it may become of great practical importance. In colour it 
closely resembles ordinary cochineal, having rather more of the hue of 
the adonis autumnalis,and no doubt is entertained that other shades will 
also be obtained.

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In the corresponding week of 1853 the address of the 
merchants of London had been presented in Paris to the 
French Emperor. News which appeared to indicate the con- 
clusion of the war had arrived from the Cape of Good Hope ;

requesting peace. 

In 1860, proposals for a new loan of 200,000,000 florins 
had been issued in Vienna. The preliminaries of peace had 
been signed between Spain and Morocco. The annexation of 
the provinces of Central Italy to Sardinia was being carried 
into effect, and the French were entering Savoy and Nice. 
The details of Mr Wilson’s Budget, which had created great 
satisfaction in Calcutta, had reached London. 2,650,000/ 
Victoria 6 per cent. Government debentures had been offered 
for competition. The increasing demand for money had 
occasioned a rise ‘in the rate of discount from 4 to 44 per 
cent. 

In 1861, the condition of the money market was becoming 
easier. The stock markets had experienced some fluctuations, 
owing to the circulation of statements that a collision between 
the Austrian and Sardinian troops had taken place in Italy. 

In 1862, the Bank of France had reduced the rate of dis- 
count from 4 to 34 per cent. In Berlin, a royal decree had 
been issued for the conversion of the 44 per cent. loan of 
1850-51, into a 4 percent. stock. A large failure had been an- 
nounced in St Petersburg, and several stoppages had occurred 
in Buenos Ayres. Information had been received in London 
of the destruction of Federal vessels of war by the Confederate 
States’ armour-plated steamer Merrimac, and of the subsequent 
fight of the Merrimac and the Monitor, in which the former 
had been worsted. Proposals had been issued by the Ottoman 
Bank and by Messrs Ch. Devaux and Co. for a Turkish 
6 per cent. loan of 8,000,000/ nominal capital at 68 per cent.

In 
Paris, the Directors of the Bank have reduced the rate of dis- 
count from 44 to 4 per cent. ; and it is understood that the 
quiet condition of trade in France has still further relaxed 
the previously small demand for accommodation, while the 
influx of Russian gold has strengthened the reserve of bullion. 

The alteration in the premium on gold in New York, con- 
sequent on the regulations lately adopted in regard of advances 
on bullion, has led to increased exports of gold from that 
quarter ; and, in the absence of any particular requirements 
here, the arrivals may be expected to lead to greater ease as 
soon as the payment of the April dividends shall have been 
commenced.

In our comparative exporte, no allowance has been made for this 
change, and the shipments for this season, instead of being com- 
pared with a similar period in 1861-2, have hitherto shown an 
extraordinary increase, owing to the exclusion of the shipments 
for June 1861. The actual exports from June 1 to Feb. 14 were 
as follows:—From Canton, 17,626,739 lbs; Amoy, 836,208 lbs ;. 
Fuhchau, 36,186,448 lbs; Shanghai, 38,029,268 Ibs—giving a 
total for the season 1862-63, of 92,178,663 lbs; against 82,517,974 
lbs for last season—showing an increase of 9,660,689 lbs. 

The raw sugar trade has ruled steady, and prices have been 
well supported. In refined goods, however, sales have progressed 
slowly, at barely late rates. Advices from Calcutta state that the 
new crop had commenced to arrive at market.

Although only limited supplies of om wheat have been on 
sale here, this week, coastwise and by land-carriage, the demand 
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for both red and white qualities has ruled heavy, and previous 
rates have been with difficulty supported. Foreign wheat—the 
imports of which have been on a full average scale—has realised 
former terms. Millers, however, have purchased cautiously. 
The barley trade has fallen off, and, in some instances, the rates 
have'given way ls per quarter. Some of the maltsters have ceased 
purchasing. No quotable change has taken place in the value of 
malt ; but the demand for that article has ruled very inactive. 
Good sound oats have supported previous quotations; but low 
qualities of foreign have fallen 6d per quarter.

The report of the Mediterranean and Black Sea freight com- 
mittee has been issued.

The committee appointed to devise the best means of putting a 
stop to the ice of adulterating linseed, so general of late 
years, after holding meetings here and in Hull, where the opinions 
of importers and crushers were fully discussed, unanimously re- 
commended that ‘‘ The m of selling linseed at present in use 
in the Marseilles market should be adopted here ia its integrity, 
and at all the ports in the United Kingdom, and from whatever 
part of the world.” This system does not admit of admixture of 
over 4 per cent. of non-oleaginous seeds, the excess over that 
quantity to be paid for at only half price, and all extraneous 
matter not oleaginous to be considered of no value. 

Most of the continental markets have been in a very inactive 
state for nearly all kinds of produce. In America, both wheat 
and flour have been selling at irregular quotations. 

In Scotland, fine wheat, barley, and oats have moved off slowly, 
at previous currencies ; but other articles have shown a tendency 
to give way. 

The Irish markets have continued heavy for all kinds of pro- 
uce. Factors have, in some instances, been compelled to submit 
to lower rates. 

The trade for English and foreign wheat at Mark lane, to-day, 
was very quiet, the tendency of prices ruled in favour of 
buyers. Barley, oats, beans, and peas were but little inquired 
after, yet the quotations were without material change from 
Monday. Flour was dull, and barrels, of which the supply was 
abundant, were rather cheaper. 

The arrivals of floating cargoes off coast have amounted to only 
mine cargoes. Fine qualities of produce have mostly realised 
full prices. Otherwise, the t rade has ruled heavy. Cotton seed 
has sold at 9/, and cotton-seed cakes are worth 5/ 7s 6d to 6/ 5s 
per ton.
